Five  major  building 
projects  announced 

Charleston  Southern  University's  Board  of  Trustees  has  approved  five  major  building  projects 
totaling  approximately  $7.5  million. 

The  plan,  approved  during  a  recent  board  meeting,  includes  a  new  student  center,  a  nursing 
program  building,  additional  faculty  offices  and  academic  classrooms,  expanded  space  for  music 
programs  and  improved  athletic  facilities. 

The  new  building  program  follows  the  university's  strategic  plan  which  was  developed  from 
input  provided  by  trustees,  faculty,  staff,  alumni  and  friends  of  the  university,  said  CSU  President 
Jairy  Hunter. 

"Each  year,  the  mission  of  the  university  is  reaffirmed  and  its  goals  evaluated  and  modified. 
The  long-range  planning  process  provides  all  members  of  the  university  family  opportunities  to 
influence  the  future  of  the  institution,"  said  Hunter 

The  university's  enrollment  goal  of  3,000  students  by  the  year  2000  with  an  average  Scholas- 
tic Aptitude  Test  score  of  1 ,000  dictates  the  need  for  these  new  programs  and  expanded  facilities, 
added  Hunter. 

The  board's  vote  calls  first  for  the  construction  of  the  Derry  Patterson  Wingo  School  of  Nurs- 
ing. This  1 5,000  square  foot  facility  is  to  be  located  near  the  front  of  the  campus  and  will  be  paid  for 
by  a  $  I  5  million  gift  from  Henry  Wingo  of  Kline,  S  C.,  in  honor  of  his  wife. 

Tentative  plans  call  for  the  nursing  program  building  to  include  five  classrooms,  a  clinical  lab, 
auditorium,  computer  lab  and  nursing  administrative  offices. 

The  university  will  also  construct  a  new  student  center  at  a  cost  of  approximately  $3.7  million 
which  includes  all  the  building's  necessary  infrastructure  as  well  as  the  completion  of  the  campus 
perimeter  road.  Continued  on  page  2

The  30,000  square  foot  building  will 
be  located  near  the  Reflection  Pond  be- 
tween Wingo  Hall  and  Norris  Hall  and  the 
Mendel  Rivers  Library. 

Originally  proposed  two  years  ago, 
the  new  student  center  was  planned  to 
have  a  finished  first  floor  and  unfinished 
second  floor  which  would  accommodate 
future  growth  of  student  activities  pro- 
grams. 

Upon  further  study,  the  board  de- 
cided to  complete  the  entire  building  and 
temporarily  use  a  portion  of  the  upstairs 
for  critically  needed  additional  classroom 
space  The  rest  of  the  second  floor  will  be 
occupied  by  student  services  offices. 

Upon  completion  of  the  new  student 
center,  CSU  will  renovate  the  existing 
Strom  Thurmond  Center  to  provide  addi- 
tional faculty  offices  and  classrooms. 


The  board  also  agreed  to  expand  the 
Lightsey  Music  Building  to  include  addi- 
tional facilities  for  band  and  choir,  a  key- 
board lab,  a  classroom  and  additional 
restroom  facilities  for  students 

Approximately  $1  million  was  also 
approved  by  the  board  for  the  expansion 
and  renovation  of  existing  athletic  and 
physical  education  facilities. 

Plans  include  the  installation  of  new 
bleachers,  renovation  of  the  gym  floor  and 
roof  as  well  as  approximately  10,000 
square  feet  of  additional  space. 

Originally  built  almost  30  years  ago, 
the  current  Field  House  was  designed  to 
accommodate  four  team  sports.  Today,  the 
university  offers  16  men's  and  women's 
team  sports  at  the  NCAA  Division  I  level. 

Tentative  plans  include  the  addition 
of  locker  rooms  for  both  men  and  women 
athletes,  a  weight  room,  training  room, 
physical  education  classroom,  coaches' 
locker  room,  offices  and  storage 
facilities.  M

Pool  facilities 
are  named 
in  memory 
of  Morley

The  university's  newly-constructed 
campus  swimming  pool  has  been  named 
in  memory  of  Patsy  Morley,  dean  of  stu- 
dent life  from  1967  to  1981. 

Thousands  of  students  and  alumni 
mourned  her  sudden  death  on  December 
6,  1981  when  she  collapsed  of  a  heart  at- 
tack shortly  after  decorating  her  home  for 
Christmas. 

Today  alumni  remember  Morley  for 
her  unmistakable  love  and  loyalty  to  her 
students  and  for  her  two  dreams  of  bring- 
ing to  campus  popular  entertainment  and 
a  pool  for  recreation. 

During  her  career  her  first  wish  for 
quality  entertainment  on  campuses  came 
true  when  she  joined  other  college  activi- 
ties directors  in  founding  what  is  known  to- 
day as  the  National  Association  of  Cam- 
pus Activities. 

Her  work  in  founding  this  organiza- 
tion brought  entertainers  such  as  Bob 
Hope,  The  Temptations,  Chicago  and  The 
Righteous  Brothers  to  perform  on  the  Bap- 
tist College  campus  She  counted  as  her 
friends  such  stars  as  John  Wayne  and  Bob 
Hope. 

In  fact,  about  a  year  before  her  death 
Morley  was  given  the  coveted  "Founders' 
Award"  at  NACA's  national  convention  in 
Washington,  DC,  after  serving  as  NACA's 
Chairperson.  NACA  established  The  Patsy

Summey:  A 
Business  and 
Community 
Leader 

When  Keith  Summey  '69  was  a  high 
school  senior,  his  girlfriend  Debbie  Crosby 
'69  gave  him  an  ultimatum  "If  you  get  a  col- 
lege degree,  I'll  marry  you,"  she  said 

Knowing  that  she  was  the  right  one, 
Summey  wanted  to  accept  her  challenge 
But  as  he  began  to  research  colleges  he 
realized  that  his  average  high  school  tran- 
script wasn't  giving  him  a  lot  of  options. 
He  had  never  given  a  second  thought  to 
college,  and  many  admissions  represen- 
tatives doubted  he  could  compete  with 
students  who  had  taken  college  prepara- 
tory courses  and  scored  high  on  entrance 
exams. 

He  discovered,  though,  that  Charles- 
ton Southern  University,  known  then  as  the 
Baptist  College  at  Charleston,  had  a  spe- 
cial foundations  program.  The  foundation 
courses,  the  only  ones  offered  on  the  col- 
lege level  in  the  Lowcountry,  were  de- 
signed to  assist  students  who  needed 
strengthening  in  one  or  more  areas. 

So,  Summey  applied  and  was  ac- 
cepted on  academic  probation  His  girl- 
friend also  began  her  college  career  at  the 
Baptist  College  Four  years  later  Summey 
earned  his  degree,  and  his  girlfriend  kept 
her  promise.  Today  the  couple  lives  in 
North  Charleston  with  their  12-year-old

lege material  by  some  schools,  has  earned 
not  only  a  degree  but  a  reputation  as  a  suc- 
cessful businessman  and  community 
leader 

For  example,  Summey  was  asked  this 
year  to  serve  as  chairman  of  the  tri-county 
Building  Economic  Solutions  Together 
(BEST)  Committee 

The  4  5-member  committee  was  es- 
tablished to  develop  economic  develop- 
ment strategies,  base  reuse  options,  re- 
training and  job  opportunities  for  workers 
displaced  by  the  Charleston  Navy  Base 
closing. 

Summey  has  also  served  as  chair- 
man of  Charleston  County  Council  for  the 
past  three  years  He  is  a  member  of  the  Ber- 
keley-Charleston-Dorchester Council  of 
Governments  and  former  member  of  the 
Charleston  County  Election  Commission 
and  North  Charleston  City  Council. 

In  addition,  he  is  chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Deacons  at  First  Baptist  Church 
of  North  Charleston,  treasurer  of  North 
Charleston  High  School  Booster  Club, 


president  of  the  North  Charleston  laycees 
and  member  of  the  North  Charleston  Ex- 
change Club.  And  in  his  spare  time  he 
manages  Crosby's  Garage  in  Charleston.

The  de- 
gree requires  several  courses  from 
both  business  and  science  and  fo- 
cuses on  meeting  environmental 
guidelines  and  regulations  imposed  by 
both  state  and  federal  agencies 

■  Preparation  for  10  year  SACS 
visit.  Currently  CSU  is  engaged  in  a 
self-study  process  for  reaffirmation  of 
accreditation  at  Level  III.  The  formal 
visit  by  the  SACS  Committee  is  sched- 
uled for  March  6-9,  1995 

CSU  participates  in  innovative 
NCAA  review  of  athletic  program. 

The  NCAA  has  scheduled  a  visit  to  re- 
view CSU's  intercollegiate  athletic  or- 
ganization in  1995  to  coincide  with  the 
SACS  visit  in  March.  The  visit  is  a  new 
method  of  evaluation  by  the  NCAA 
and  is  patterned  after  the  SACS  Self- 
Study  procedure.  CSU  is  one  of  the 
first  collegiate  programs  in  the  coun- 
try to  participate.  Contributing  to  the 
certification  process  are  CSU  student 
athletes,  coaches,  faculty,  staff,  trust- 


ees and  alumni. 

CSU  receives  state  honor  for  Tri- 
dent Chamber  Business  Educa- 
tion Partnership.  The  SC.  State 
Board  of  Education  and  the  SC.  Net- 
work of  Business  Partners  for  Educa- 
tion honored  CSU  recently  for  its  in- 
novative partnership  with  Ladson  El- 
ementary School  The  university  em- 
barked upon  a  collaborative  partner- 
ship with  the  school  to  enhance  stu- 
dent learning,  reward  student 
progress  and  increase  parental  in- 
volvement Thirty  students  from  CSU 
were  paired  with  30  Ladson  students 
weekly  for  one  hour  of  tutoring.  The 
school's  guidance  counselor  reported 
the  partnership  motivated  students 
and  improved  their  attitude  Charles- 
ton Southern  was  the  only  institution 
of  higher  learning  in  the  state  to  re- 
ceive such  an  award 

Completion  of  University  Park. 

Charleston  Southern's  new  recre- 
ational park  located  at  the  north  end 
of  the  campus  has  been  completed 
Known  as  University  Park,  it  features 
two  basketball  courts,  a  volleyball 
court,  a  pool  and  a  picnic  area.  Stu- 
dents have  welcomed  the  additions 
and  frequently  use  the  facilities  for  in- 
tramural and  impromptu  sporting 
competitions. 

Completion  of  science  lab  reno- 
vations In  1993,  the  university  ex- 
pended $500,000  for  equipment  in 
support  of  academics  and  computer 
upgrades.  Additionally,  CSU  refur- 
bished, at  an  estimated  cost  of 
$300,000,  two  science  labs  The  uni- 
versity has  also  earmarked  an  addi- 
tional $200,000  to  refurbish  its  organic 
and  microbiology  labs. 

SuperSummer  youth  camp  in- 
creases sessions.  Now  in  its  sixth 
year,  CSU's  SuperSummer  Youth 
Camp  has  expanded  to  four  week- 
long  sessions.  Last  year  over  1300 
campers  from  South  Carolina,  North 


Carolina,  Georgia,  Alabama,  Missis- 
sippi and  Tennessee  attended. 

State  Tuition  Grant  campaign. 

This  February,  eight  CSU  students, 
alumni  and  university  officials  gath- 
ered in  Columbia  to  participate  in  Leg- 
islative Day  at  the  State  House.  The 
gathering  was  organized  to  persuade 
state  lawmakers  to  increase  the 
amount  of  dollars  awarded  students 
under  the  South  Carolina  Tuition 
Grants  program.  Realizing  decreases 
in  grant  dollars  are  impacting  students 
attending  private  colleges,  officials 
from  the  Independent  Colleges  and 
Universities  of  South  Carolina  orga- 
nized the  event  and  proclaimed  Feb. 
13-19  South  Carolina  Independent 
College  Week.  CSU  students  and  their 
parents  participated  by  visiting  Co- 
lumbia and  writing  their  state  repre- 
sentatives urging  them  to  increase 
funding

gram. CSU  has  completed  a  study  for 
the  master's  in  criminal  justice  pro- 
gram The  university  plans  to  employ

Wendy  Ennis, 
Charleston 
Southern's  freshman 
midfielder,  was 
named  the  first 
Rookie  of  the  Year 
for  the  first  Big  South 
Women's  All  Confer- 
ence Soccer  Team 
As  the  nation's 
fourth  leading  scorer  with  50  points,  Ennis 
led  Charleston  Southern  University's  first- 
year  women's  soccer  program  to  an  unex- 
pected 12-5  overall  record. 

The  shy  red-headed  freshman  has 
never  gotten  the  big  head  though.  In  fact, 
Ennis  says  that  she  really  wasn't  that 
pleased  with  her  performance. 

"I  think  we  have  a  great  team,  but  I 


have  a  lot  of  things  1  need  to  work  on,"  says 
Ennis  who  has  been  playing  soccer  since 
the  age  of  six. 

During  her  soccer  career  at  Grimsley 
High  School,  Ennis  represented  Grimsley 
High  as  an  All  State  player  and  helped  lead 
the  school's  program  to  an  undefeated 
season  in  the  conference.  But  Grimsley 
High's  Soccer  Coach  Herk  Degraw  says  she 
never  thought  any  of  that  was  a  big  deal. 

"She  was  named  to  All  Conference 
for  the  third  consecutive  year  but  still 
wasn't  convinced  she  was  playing  her  best," 
says  Degraw. 

"She  would  make  time  for  extra  prac- 
tice with  the  guys  and  she  also  participated 
in  an  adult  league.  It's  not  surprising  she  is 
doing  so  well  on  the  college  level " 

CSU's  Soccer  Coach  Karrie  Miller 
says  Ennis's  dedication  and  humble  atti- 
tude encourages  team  spirit  And  team 
spirit  is  exactly  what  was  needed  for  a  first- 
year  program 

"It  would  be  easy  for  any  athlete  to 
become  overly  confident  with  their  stats," 
says  Miller  "But  Ennis  gave  the  team  all  the 
credit  and  looked  toward  the  team  for  sup- 
port and  confidence." 

As  Charleston  Southern  continues  to 
build  on  their  new  soccer  program,  Ennis 
is  expected  to  not  only  earn  points  for 
goals,  but  points  as  a  team  leader  and

We  must  focus  on  the  whole  in- 
dividual not  just  the  player's  athletic  abil- 
ity" 

He  says  professors  like  Miss  lones 
taught  him  the  importance  of  an  education 
and  of  not  taking  shortcuts  In  fact,  he  says 
lones  is  still  influencing  him  through  his 
daughter,  Amy,  who  is  now  a  senior  at  CSU.
